The University of Alberta re- 
cently honoured some of its best 
with the presentation of eight Pe- 
ter Lougheed Scholarships. 

The $5000 scholarships are 
awarded yearly to undergraduates 
who display academic excellence 
and leadership qualities. Ten 
awardsare available each year, but 
only eight were presented for the 
1991-92 school term. 

As one of the award recipients, 
Peggie Graham, says she finds her- 
self in fine company. 

“It’s a very impressive group of 
people.” 

Unlike many other Peter 
Lougheed scholars, Graham has 
quite a bit of life experience behind 
her. The 43-year-old came to the U 
of A three years ago after spending 
20 years as a journalist and short 
fiction writer. But real life experi- 
ence can be both an advantage and 
a disadvantage at a university, she 
says. 

“Sometimes it’s really frustrat- 
ing because life experience isn’t 
always given credence here.” 

However, the Women’s Studies 
programme does value that kind 
of experience, which is what drew 
Graham to the department. 

“T was sort of heading into En- 
glish, but oncelsaw Women’s Stud- 
ies, I thought, ‘This is it, this is

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where I want to be. 

Graham has excelled academi- 
cally and also finds time to donate 
to organization for women and 
people with AIDS. 

Graham sees more writing in her 
future, but her Short-term goal is 
one she shares with most of her 
undergraduate colleagues. 

“Tjust want to putaB.A.aftermy 
name,” she says. “I’m just like any 
other third-year student. I don’t 


know what I want to be when I 
grow up.” 

Suzanne __ Scott, another 
Lougheed scholar, has spent her 
three years here as a Business stu- 
dent heavily involved with the Stu- 
dents’ Union. Scott has also volun- 
teered with Disabled Student Ser- 
vices. 

Scott plans to work in human 
resources or accounting when she 
graduates. Like Graham, she hopes 
to stay in the West, but her future is 
not totally mapped out. 

“I guess we'll see where I get a 
job.” 

The other six Lougheed recipi- 
ents have distinguished themselves 
in various ways: Arts student Keltie 
Duggan has excelled in world- 
class swimming; Medicine student 
James Fabian has had a history of 
involvement in his faculty; Law 
student Donald Padget has worked 
with Student Legal Services; Edu- 
cation student Sarah-Jean Tingle 
helped found the Student Inner- 
City Service Association; Agricul- 
ture student Bruce Viney has along 
history of community service; and 
Education student Lisa Wahl has 
been involved with the Special 
Education Students’ Association.

Liberal MLAs Don MacDonald 
and Grant Mitchell had breakfast 
with the Young Liberals at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta on Wednesday. 

Students had the opportunity to 
express their opinionsand concerns 
tothe Three Hills and Meadowlark 
MLAs at the Power Plant. 

MacDonald and Mitchell told 
students that the Alberta Liberals 
were primarily concerned with the 
debt and welcomed students' sug- 
gestions. 

Bill Cunningham, a member of 
the Young Liberals, said his gen- 
eration has grown up with govern- 
ment debt. 

“We don’t know what it’s like 
with surplus. I see politicians us- 
ing debt as a scare-mongering tac- 
tie” 

The MLAs asked students how 
they think government should ap- 
proach servicing the debt. 

Sarah Berghofer, a student at the 
breakfast, said people need leader- 
ship by example, and that cuts have 
to begin at the top. If politicians are 
fiscally responsible by not taking 
those luxuries such as expensive 
cars, thenit will be easier for people, 
and students to see they are seri- 
ous about fiscal restraint, she said. 

Mitchell then asked the Young 
Liberals what they would doif they 


were Premier. 

“Start a complete review!” said 
Young Liberals president André 
Albinati. 

Although Albinati said that the 
Klein government is reviewing all 
departments’ budgets, but he said 
a completely different perspective 
is necessary to be truly effective. 

“We have to manage problems, 
not just throw money away in or- 
der to win votes and expect that to 
be enough,” said Albinati. 

Mitchell agreed the government 
must measure the effectiveness of 
services so that it can be decided 
whether services are important 
enough to maintain. Mitchell said 
this was not happening, especially 
in government liaisons between 
Canadian and foreign companies. 
Such an office of currently exists in 
the Albertan government. 

Albinati told the MLAs there is 
no certainty in the job market. . 

“Investors are sitting on their 
money because they are unwilling 
to invest in this unstable economy 
and in the end this effects jobs,” 
replied McDonald 

Mitchell said in conclusion that 
they believe the Liberals are ready 
for the next election with Decore 
controlling 50 per cent of the popu- 
lar vote and with 64 candidates 
already nominated.

Only five people showed up 
Wednesday to talk about the pro- 
posed SUB renovations at a forum 
for that purpose. 

“The low attendance may have 
something to do with the change in 
meeting time,” said John Priegert, 
an instructor with the Goju-kai 
Karate Club on campus. He and a 
member of the Fencing Club ex- 
pressed concerns abouta proposed 
reduction in the size of the recre- 
ation room in the basement of SUB. 

Concern about the financial fea- 
sibility and the image and atmo- 
sphere of the proposed food court 
were the overwhelming topics of 
discussion. 

“I wish more people, more stu- 
dents showed up, but discussion is 
valuable and this small group al- 


lowed great discussion,” said 
Jolanda Slagmolen, the Students' 
Union vp internal. Slagmolen 
headed the forum witha 15-minute 
presentation of the process that has 
brought the renovations project to 
this point of development. 

One contributing factor to the 
low turn-out may have beena lack 
of student awareness. A full page 
in last Thursday’s Gateway an- 
nounced the forum, but left its lo- 
cation “to be announced.” The 
meeting time in that ad turned out 
to be an hour off, and no subse- 
quent mention of the forum was 
made in Tuesday’s Gateway earlier 
this week. 

“It’s obvious they haven’t done 
enough advertising to make stu- 
dents aware,” noted Wade, a third 
year Education student who had 
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heard vaguely of the renovations 
project, but had not heard about 
the forum and was not in atten- 
dance. 

“I knew renovations were going 
on but I didn’t really pay attention 
to it,” said Tanya Asbreuk, a first- 
year Science student who was also 
unaware that a forum had taken 
place. 

There will still be opportunities 
for students to get involved and 
express their opinions, said 
Slagmolen. Information and feed- 
back forms are available at the SU 
office and at the Info booths in 
SUB, Hub, and CAB. Provided Stu- 
dent Council approves this reno- 
vation project as worthy of further 
consideration, more forums for stu- 
dent discussion will be held in the

Dr, Gregg represented 
Canada as a member of the hockey team in the 1980 Winter Olympic 
Games, and went on to join The Edmonton Oilers in 1983.

Each applicant is required to submit a current and official transcript, two letters of reference and a 200 word statement explaining why 
he/she is qualified for the award applied for. All awards require a satisfactory academic standing, which shall mean a minimum Grade 
Point Average of 5.5 calculated over the last five full-course equivalents.

From law teacher 
to law maker

Anne McLellan 
is hoping to make 
the transition from 
teaching about 
laws to actually 
writing legislation 
herself. 

McLellan is a 
professor of Law 
at the University 
of Alberta who 
has been nomi- 
nated as the Lib- 
eral candidate in 
Edmonton North- 
west. 

McLellan, a 
Newfoundland 
native, said her 
time at the UofA 
has aided her in 
understanding 
the West and par- 
ticetusizast’ ky: 
Albertans. She 
moved to 
Edmonton during 
Trudeau’s Na- 
tional Energy 
Programme. 

McLellan said 
students at the 
University have 
had an impact on 
her life. She said students reflect 
the ideology of their parents and 
grandparents, enriching her under- 
standing of Western thought. 

“Students are a good barometer 
of generational change,” said 
McLellan. 

Although she’s a strong advo- 
cate of education she doesn’t be- 
lieve a legal background is essen- 
tial to a political career. 

“You don’t need any particular 
education (to go into politics.) Le- 
gal training assists some initial

greater understanding to criminal 
issues, ...and constitutional issues.” 
McLellan is suspicious “of 
people who tender simple solu- 
tions to issues.” She credits over- 
simplification to a lack of under- 
standing and said issues wouldn’t 
be issues if they were simple. 
Since moving to Edmonton her 
activities are an indicator that her 
understanding of issues is more 
complete than the average 
individual’s. She has performed a 
variety of roles in our community

outside of teach- 
ing. These in- 
clude chairing 
the University’s 
sexual harass- 
ment committee 
and being a 
member of the 
board of 
director’s 
Alberta Legal 
Aid. McLellan 
also speaks on 
human rights 
issues and is 
Vice President of 
the U of A’s Aca- 
| demic Staff As- 
s| sociation. 

McLellan said 
she hopes thatin 
her time at the 
University she 
caused her stu- 
dents to under- 
stand both the 
power and limi- 
tations of the 
law. McLellan 

said she hopes 
| she has taught 
them to chal- 
lenge the funda- 
mental supposi- 
tion of the law. 

“Lot’s of cynicism arises when 
lack of understanding of power 
and it’s limitations.” 

As a federal leader, she would 
attempt to establish the importance 
of education and health in main- 
taining Canada’s standard of liv- 
ing. McLellan believes Canada 
must adapt and apply new tech- 
nology, increase investment in re- 
search and development, reduce 
deficit and adhere to high ethical 
standards. 


Effective legislation 
rare for environment

As average citizens of Canada 
today, we have very limited rights 
in our ability to protect the envi- 
ronment. Our rights as citizens, 
however, are on the increase, said 
Larry Reynolds, from Brownlee & 
Fryett Barristers. Reynolds spoke 
to students Tuesday at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta. 

In the past, said Reynolds, the 
focus of government was to de- 
velop environmental legislation 
without much emphasis on the en- 
forcement of those laws. Reynolds 
explained that it is costly and 
timeconsuming to enforce environ- 
mental laws, and it may cause a 
problem politically. 

“It’s been politically unaccept- 
able for a government to charge a 
company which creates jobs and 
puts money back into the 
economy,” said Reynolds. 

The public’s awareness of the 
failure to enforce environmental 
laws has led toa demand for greater 
publicinvolvementin this process. 


The government of the Northwest 
Territories responded to this de- 
mand in November 1990 with the 
Environmental Rights Act. 

Reynolds explained the impor- 
tance of this act by saying the 
government is “encouraging the 
residents of the Northwest Territo- 
ries to become the protectors of 
their own environment, and that’s 
a big change.” 

The act empowers the citizens of 
the Northwest Territories by out- 
lining important methods whereby 
they can assist in environmental 
protection. One method is access 
to information in relation to the 
release of contaminants into the 
environment. By having access to 
this information, citizens can then 
take whatever action they deem 
relevant and can also make the 
government aware that they may 
be liable if nothing is done. 

Another involves the right of 
residents to request an investiga- 
tion by the government into a po- 
tentially dangerous release of con- 


taminants. These are just a few of 
the provisions in the act, and as 
Reynolds pointed out, the govern- 
ment does have the right to refuse 
public access to information and 
may terminate a requested investi- 
gation based on other provisions 
in the act. 

Reynolds said the requests for 
information have been almost non- 
existent. 

“Since this came into effect, there 
has only been one request for in- 
formation.” 

He said people are unaware of 
the act and its power. 

Reynolds said that although the 
Yukon territory is looking at a simi- 
lar act, “a lot of provinces are reluc- 
tant to allow the people to get in- 
volved in the process.” 

Reynolds predicted, however, 
that the time.will come when pub- 
lic opposition is really effective in 
the enforcement of environmental 
issues and that more governments 
will lean towards the Northwest Ter- 
ritories’ Environmental Rights Act.

Press defends 
Gateway 


Controversy such as what the 
Gateway is facing in the reaction to 
the January 5 editorial cartoon is 
nothing new to the student press. 

The student press has aright, and 
perhaps a responsibility, to chal- 
lenge the status quo, particularly at 
a time when the mainstream media 
is becoming more and more homo- 
geneous and profit-oriented. There 
area lot of touchy issues out there— 
it is important a paper not be 
hobbled by a hyper-sense of politi- 
cal correctness in its attempts to 
address controversial issues. 

Student journalists should not be 
confused with mainstream journal- 
ists; their resources and journalism 
experience are limited.

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Gateway full 
of crap on 
free speech 


Itseems that once again the Gate- 
way is having a little trouble with 
the concept of free speech. This 
really comes as no surprise. It 
seems the tendency of certainmem- 
bers of society to think that the 
freedom of speech means nothing 
more that LICENSE to say or do 
anything without criticism or re- 
percussion. This is simply not the 
case. 

First of all, the freedom of speech 
has legal limits. I refer the editors 
of the Gateway to the cases of Irwin 
Toy v. A.G. Quebec regarding com- 
mercial advertising, R. v. Butler re: 
pornography, and R. v. Keegstra on 
the spread of hate propaganda. 
Furthermore, I refer them tos. 319 
of the Criminal Code (upheld as a 
reasonable limit on the right in R. 
v. Keegstra). Indeed, Gateway’s re- 
cent depiction of the Jewish people 
(orIsraelis) as “Jesus Killers” (what 
does Jesus have to do with Pales- 
tinian problems?!) may well fall 
within the prescribed definition of 
racist propaganda within the 
Criminal Code. 

But I think that it is important to 
look beyond the law here and ex- 
amine both the true purpose of the 
freedom of speech and the effect 
abuse of free speech (by those who 
hide behind it) has on the right. 


Free speech is not just a right but 
also a privilege and an obligation. 
(I apologize if the word “obliga- 
tion” is offensive to anyone read- 
ing this commentary as I realise it 
is a little out of style). Free speech 
entails a certain measure of Social 
Responsibility and even GOOD 
‘LASIE; 

The right is primarily designed 
to protect “high speech” and legiti- 
mate self-expression. When it is 
abused, the entire right is 
delegitimised and dragged into the 
mud. Abuse creates the need to 
limit the right with the concomi- 
tant danger that it will be unduly 
restricted. 

The Gateway’s use of shock tac- 
tics, violence, the exploitation of 
women, and racist images is dan- 
gerous. Constant references to 
vomiting and masturbation are 
simply in bad taste. None of these 
images belongs in a university 
newspaper (or anywhere else for 
that matter). 

The freedom of expression is one 
of this society’s greatest “goods.” 
But rights can only exist where citi- 
zens voluntarily curb their own 
abuses of those rights. It is a shame 
to see certain individuals (using 
our money/Student Union fees) 
ruining things for the rest of us. No 
one denies your legitimate right to 
criticise Israel or whomever /what- 
ever else you please but when you 
begin to spread hate, your rights 
end and someone else’s begin. So 
far the Gateway and othersuch types 


to stop hiding behind a right that 
they only partially understand, or 
someday we will all find there is 
no Charter left to hide behind.

In light of Adi Lachman’s and 
A.J. Armstrong’s evasion of the 
real issue, namely, Israel’s internal 
security policies, we can only 
speculate on their feelings.

Itseems that the controversy gen- 
erated by the political cartoon of 
Jan. 5, 1993 shows no sign of abat- 
ing, but rather is spreading so 
widely that the original cartoon 
hasbeen lost in the tempest of “anti- 
Semitism.” Much like the Rodney 
King jurors, these few, yet very 
vocal, reactionaries point to every- 
thing except the most obvious; they 
conveniently neglect to notice the 
defenceless Arab being beaten by 
Israeli soldiers. 

Rather, these complainants re- 
turn to the relentless rhetoric of 
Jewish persecution throughout the 
ages so as to justify Israel’s exist- 
ence and, by extension, its military 
occupation of Arab territories. They 
fail to see that the oppressed have 
now become the oppressor, most 
recently exemplified by the mass 
deportation of 415 Palestinians to 
a frozen wasteland, and that just 
perhaps (we’re taking a wild guess 
here) publishing the much-ma- 
ligned cartoon was in fact timely. 

Criticism centres upon the 
hooked nose given to the Israeli 
soldier. Regrettably, this is the way 
all Semites are caricatured in car- 
toons (take a close lookat the beaten 
Arab); cartoonists exaggerate 
people’s attributes, whether it be 
an Oriental’s eyes or Mulroney’s 
chin, and the Edmonton Journal's 
Malcolm Mayes knows this full 
well. Further proof of this can be 
found in Disney’s recent animated 
blockbuster, where, with the ex- 
ception of the hero Aladdin, every 
male figure has a hooked nose and 
a beard. 

Along the same vein, A.J. 
Armstrong (Gateway: Jan. 14) as- 
serts, “the use of the name ‘Shlomo’ 
and the term ‘kosher’ makes it 
abundantly clear that the soldier is 
Jewish.” The overwhelming ma- 
jority of the country is Jewish, so 
how could an Israeli soldier not be 
Jewish? 

Then there was Michelle 
Pollock’s letter which was at best 
ignorant, and at worst as offensive 
as she alleges the cartoon to be.

The greatest clamour, though, 
has been raised over the purported 
image of Jews as “Christ killers.” 
Neither Mary nor Jesus are killed 
in the cartoon—in fact, the word 
“kill” is never used. 

On closer inspection, the Israeli 
soldier’s legs cannot be seen, and 
hence he isin the foreground of the 
cartoon in relation to Mary. Evenif 
the rifle were aimed directly at 
Mary’s head, the soldier ordered 
the shack to be bulldozed—an odi- 
ous reality of life under Israeli oc- 
cupation—not her or Christ’s 
death. 

Others complained that the use 
of the Nativity scene implied a cri- 
tique of areligious nature. Perhaps 
if the cartoon were published in 
summer, but not immediately af- 
ter the Christmas season. 

Now that we have dispelled this 
smoke screen of “anti-Semitism,” 


let’s deal with the real issue. The 
issue of a people denied their dig- 
nity under a brutal military occu- 
pation. A people who witness the 
piecemeal absorption of their land 
by the continued building of Is- 
raeli settlements, and are helpless 
to stop it. A people who, at the 
whim of their occupiers, can have 
their homes destroyed; worse still, 
people are collectively punished 
by imprisonment or deportation 
without charge nor trial. These are 
the Palestinians, a people strug- 
gling for liberation in much the 
same fashion as George Washing- 
ton and Charles de Gaulle, yet cu- 
riously are never called “freedom 
fighters.” 

The cartoon made a political 
statement. Period. It is time for Is- 
rael and its sympathizers to stop 
hiding behind outlandish excuses 
and tomes of history. Otherwise, 
Israel will find itself a pariah in a 
world rapidly growing tired of 
bankrolling this last of Apartheid 
states, a world that will no longer 
absolve it of the countless UN reso- 
lutions. For a nation that prides 
itself on the rule of Mosaic Law, its 
past record ain't very kosher.

otep and indeed. Minister wuz in 
tha house with Devon eight days 
ago to discuss his new album, It’s 
My Nature, and his Canadian tour. 
Check out the live interview in full on The 
United Nation of Hip-Hop this Thursday night 
at 10 pm on 88.5 FM for the real deal. Right 
on, right on, right on. 


Welcome to The Terrordome, Devon! 
Yeah, yeah, Minister what’s up? 


So how does it feel to be joining the rather 
exclusive club of Brothers and Sisters in Canada 
who are on wax? 

It feels good, man. I give thanks all the 
time, but there’s still a lot of work to do. 


With all of the musicians working ona project 
like this, most times, you've got a hip-hop crew, 
a hip-hop flavour, so when you go see the show, 
it’s a good show but you're just seeing a vocalist 
on stage and maybe some dancers. Now, as I 
understand it, the Devon show has got a lot more 
than that. 

Well, we just got more players. We're 
bringing out eleven, twelve pieces out there 
to your show. It’s a big tour even thoughit’s 
only ten days for the tour. It’s still expensive 
too, to fly and carry all the people—having 
the company behind us has helped—but we 
wanted to do something like this from the 
very beginning, to just bring a show. 


Speaking of the beginning, you're hardly a 
rookie at this. You've been puttin’ out stuff for a 
long time now. As I understand it, you had a 
single out when you were 14 years old? 

Yeah... [laughter] what you gotta bring up 
that for? 


Well, we have our researchers down here! 

Well, that was a long time ago. We were 
the Shockwaves, we spent about 16 weeks 
jammin’. Anything to get the work done. So 
Thooked up with him for awhile,& then I had 
another group called 20th Century Rebels. 
That’s where I got all my reggae training 
from jammin’ with other reggae artists. 


We don’t have our own station 
yet, I’m talking about our own 
station for our own people... 


So, now what led to your decision that reggae 
couldn't capture everything for you? 

Well, reggae was cool and everything, but 
the funkin’ was always in my soul. But the 
reggae wasa good foundation tolearn about 
music. It was good training, but this side of 
Devon was a side I wanted to bring out a 
long time ago and I finally got the chance to 
bring it out. 


How about some insight into the Devonian 
mind? Any particular personal input on “Prin- 
cess?” 

Well, “Princess” came down on two lev- 
els. It came down on knowing somebody 
who was “in the royalty stage,” the higher 
up stage, the higher bracket, and how they 
like to get down too. It’s like the song says, 
“Who says you can’t say yo to a princess.” 
But on the other hand, this woman also 
showed me about culture and about our 
Afrikan heritage. And so when I saw her 
Nubian features, I just had to write about it. 


Your work has taken you to different places 
and you've met a lot of people. What kind of 
things have you got to tell young Brothers and

Sisters out there about our Afrikan heritage? 

Well, there’s a lot out there and a lot to be 
proud of. I mean, check it out. Right now 
everybody is into it. It’s a cool thing right 
now. It’sa trend to be Black aware right now. 
The other note I'd like to leave on them is just 
hold onto their dreams. 


That's some timely advice considering that 
some of your colleagues in the T-O scene have 
blown up—gotten big—over the last few years. 
You've even appeared on some of their videos. 

[laughter] Yeah, Maestro Fresh Wes and 
Dream Warriors... we're all one family still. 


So are you hookin’ up any musical projects of 
any sort with some of them? 

Well, we’re just talking about a tour for 
the spring, the Factory Family tour which 
will be, like, all-Canadian rap acts under the 
Beat Factory label. 


Any chance of bringing ‘em all out here to E- 
town? 

Yeah, we're going right across Canada 
again. You’re gonna be tired of seeing our 
faces man [laughter]. We’re ready to stomp 
on this place. That’s what we’re trying to do: 
to make it accessible to everybody across the 
country, our Brothers and Sisters all over, 
because it’s hard right now. I mean, check it, 
there’s not that many places to play in Canada 
that’s why my tour is only a week. What 
we're trying to get in there to bring it to a 
level so that everybody can eat. 


In Canada, up until recently, it was almost 
impossible to imagine any Afrikan person having 
a record deal and if he was going to, you just 
weren't going find the record or it was only onan 
American label. 

Hey man, I can go back far enough when 
if there was a Black song on commercial hit 
radio, if there was a Black song on it, every- 
body bought it. Because you didn’t know 
when you were going to hear another Black 
artist on the radio again. And I remember 
them telling us that Black music doesn’t sell. 
We've come a long way, but we still got a 
ways to go. 


Well, how has things opened up? Why is it 
different now? 

It’s different now ‘cause White kids are 
buying the records [laughter], that’s the dif- 
ference. 


If anything, your trademark is that you're not 
gonna be trademarked. You're diverse. You're 
not gonna be pinned down. 

Well, I don’t want to (be pinned down) 
because there’s more to Devon than that. 
I’ve been in all sorts of different cultures and 
all of those cultures have influenced me so I 
don’t know what I’m gonna do next. If it 
sounds good and people can get off on it and 
dig it, then I’m gonna do it. 


They called in the police, they 
took us outside, put us up 
against the wall... 


So there's no limit? 

[laughter] I don’t think so right now, be- 
cause | just wanna... well, I don’t know. I 
don’t wanna sound like I wanna do every- 
thing in one day. Sometimes I feel like what- 
ever I do, it’s not enough. Like we don’thave 
our ownstation yet and I’m talkin’ about our 
own station for our own people for our own 
community to be informed. So that our own 
music can get played. You know, what we 
want! 


Now, wasn’t there an attempt to set up a soul 
radio station in Toronto a couple of years ago? 

Well, what had happened was there wasa 
bid for a radio station between a Black sta- 
tion, a dance station and a country station. 


Country? In Toronto? : 

Yeah, you know what I mean [laughter]. 
Now the dance station was White-owned 
and was just changing the format. It was 
originally some sort of news or sports sta- 
tion and they puta bid in forthe licence. And 
what they did was they got a whole bunch of 
rappers, singers and people in the music 
industry to give their time and aid—myself 
included—to get this station. 


down in E-town 


Well, to make along story short, the coun- 
try station got it, so we still don’t have a rap 
show. 


Okay, I’m not gonna go off on the disgusted tip 
‘cause... well, I’m just appalled. And as I under- 
stand it, there had been country stations that 
were closed down in Toronto. 

Exactly! So we don’t need another one. 
What I’m saying is that’s one more loss 
because we don’t have our own station to fill 
the needs of our community and that really 
hurt. This is something that I really want to 
strive for, especially being an artist out there 
who’s trying to put out records. I need an 
outlet where I can play my music and not get 
discriminated against. 

You've got stations out there saying “No 
rap. No crap.” That’s direct discrimination 
against our type of music which is Cana- 
dian. 


“Mr. Metro.” How did that come about, be- 
cause that’s how you got known to most people 
across the country? 

Well, that came basically from the video. 
‘cause we didn’t have a 12” or nothin’ and 
they said “ You’re that guy on the video, that 
song, ‘Mr. Metro” and the name just stuck. 
As long as they get the face right and they 
know what I’m about it doesn’t matter what 
they call me. 


Now the song itself is talking about a much 
more serious issue. 

This song came outin’89 and it came from 
being in LA. I was down there doing a tour 
with Lillian Allen who’s a dub (reggae) poet 
and we just got harassed buying recordsina 
place called Redondo Beach, which is an all- 
white community, and when they saw us 
down there—there was four of us, two of us 
were black and the other two were white— 
they didn’t know the white guys were with 
us, they just focussed all of the attention on 
us. They called in the police, they took us 
outside, put us up against the wall, and 
blocked off the parking lot. When they found 
out we weren't there they apologized, but it 
was just a weird experience. 

After that I came home and some people 
got killed, Wade Larson and Lester 
Donaldson. Then Sophia Cooke was shot. 

So I just said that something’s gotta be 
done here. So that’s how we did it and where 
we got it from. 


Wasn't that song banned for awhile? 
Yeah, when it came out the police tried to 
seize it from MuchMusic. 


Did they have the slightest legal pretext for the 
seizure? 

Well, they caught a flaw in the video and 
that’s because I had their faces showing and 
the officers that saw their faces were gonna 
sue me for defamation of character. 

So I electronically scanned it, but I think it 
added alittle flavour to the video. And Isaid 
“cool” and six months after they banned it, 
we won an award for it. 


MuchMusic. I’m all in favor of giving people 
their props, but a lot of people like to say things 
about Michael Williams. Now I don’t know the 
Brother, but it seems to me this Brother has done 
more to promote soul music in Canada than 
anybody I can think of. 

Well yeah, he’s been a pioneer too. If you 
talk about Black music in Canada and where 
you can hear it you gotta say “Mike,” you 
know. 


Well, thank you very much for your time and 
good luck with your projects. 

Yes Minister Faust! Keep up the good 
work!

ene Siskel picked it as the best 
film of the year. Roger Ebert 
picked it fourth best. Both The 
¥ Journal and The Sun gave it four 
stars. Entertainment Weekly asked several film 
critics to rank 50 movies of the past year, and 
The Crying Game finished first. Why all the 
fuss? Simple. The Crying Game isa great film. 
It is the type of film that is rarely made 
anymore; full of wonderful characterizations, 
complex situations, and bravura storytelling. 
It’s about loyalty, trust, self-identity, friend- 
ship, sacrifice, and love. It’s unfortunate that 
this film is only being shown at one theatre 
in Edmonton (Westmount), when it seems 
thattripe like Body Of Evidence is being shown 
everywhere. Although the film is inexplica- 
bly rated Restricted Adult, perhaps this is 
for the better. This is a movie for mature 
people, and does contain some unsettling 
scenes, as the film is punctuated with bursts 

of intense violence. 

The story begins in Northern Ireland with 
the IRA kidnapping of Jody, a British soldier 
(Forest Whitaker). He is held hostage in the 


hopes of gaining the release of an IRA mem- 
ber from the police. One of the terrorists, 
Fergus (Stephen Rea), is given the job of 
watching over the hostage. An odd empathy 
and friendship forms between the two. At 
one point, Jody asks Fergus to look up his 
girlfriend, Dil (Jaye Davidson), if something 
were to happen to him. A few days later, 
Fergus is given the orders to kill Jody. After 
an explosive turn of events, Fergus decides 
to disappear and retreats to London, where 
he tries to fulfill his promise to Jody. Once he 
meets Dil, he tries to come to grips with who 
he is and what he stands for. As this relation- 
ship develops, Fergus is found by his ex- 
girlfriend and fellow IRA member, Jude 
(Miranda Richardson). The IRA wants him 
dead, but give him a chance to redeem him- 
self if he attempts one more hit for them. The 
Crying Game is a thriller, a romance, and a 
dramatic character study rolled into one. 

One thing that must be mentioned is that 
partway through the movie, an event occurs 
that is so startling and unexpected, it af- 
fected how I watched the rest of the movie. 
To give credit where credit is due, Elaine 
whispered into my ear (just before this point 
in the movie) “I’ll bet you that 
..-blahblahblah...” (I'm not saying what itis). I 
scoffed at the very thought, but.. it turns out 
that she was right. Man, I hate when that 
happens. 

Neil Jordan deserves much of the credit 
for this movie. He has fashioned a powerful 
film that will be talked about for years to 
come. In addition, the acting is first-rate, 
from Stephen Rea’s likeable performance to 
Jaye Davidson’s enigmatic work as Dil. If 
enough people see The Crying Game, per- 
haps this will send a message to Hollywood 
that intelligent movies can be successful. 

The morning after seeing this film, I was 
still thinking about what transpired on the 
screen the previous night. That doesn’t hap- 
pen often.

My Summer Vacation 
Mile High Zero Dance 
John L. Haar Theatre 
Friday and Saturday 
January 22 and 23 


preview by “Nic” Simpson 


ile Zero Dance is a highly acc- 
M laimed local dance theatre that 
as always been said to be on the 


cutting edge of art. Resident artistic director 
Debra Shantz believes in dance being a form 
of communication, but “not in black and 
white,” and this will be displayed in the 
company’s first foray into multimedia per- 
formance this weekend. 

What I Did On My Summer Vacation is truly 
a melange of dance (choreographed by 
Shantz), music (composed by Darrin Hagen), 
film/ video (compliments of local artiste Ken 
Berry) and narration by writer Elizabeth 
Ross. A “journal of a woman’s fantasy holi- 
day” is punctuated with insights of relation- 
ships and her place in the world. Shantz asks 
the question, “how do you face yourself in 
your in your own eyes?” (for the answer, go 
to the show!). The video component of the

piece was all shot on location in Edmonton, 
so keepall eyes peeled for landmarks (maybe 
even your house). 

Three is another mixed piece, combining 
the exemplary Strathcona String Quartet 
with composer Jeff McCune, and guest art- 
ists Brian Webband Ron Schuster.

Rock n’ roll consists of at least two 
planes: words and music. When fiercely 
political bands like Bad Religion, Con- 
solidated and Fugazi release a song you 
expect a lot from the lyrics. And when 
you havea strong message to promote or 
a way of life, to make it more palatable 
you should bury it in metaphor (like Billie 
Holiday’s “Strange Fruit”), Like some of 
the other new generation of Edmonton 
hardcore bands, Unsound are straight- 
edge, which is a lifestyle of voluntary 
abstinence from the rock clichés of casual 


sex, drugs and alcohol. And their com- 
plaint on their second demo cassette Flora 
is mostly of the use of alcohol. They refer 
to everyone’s favorite crutch as the “cup 
of the demon,” and in their song “One For 
the Road” they decry the mindless abuse 
of alcohol and driving. Lyrically, saying 
that drinking and driving is bad is kind of 
like saying that killing people is also bad. 
Weak understatement atbest, ifnota point- 
less argument.

But Unsound aren’tjusta 
drugs-are-bad-don’t-do-them band. In 
“Snakes and Ladders” they take the un- 
popular route by questioning sexual prac- 
tices of youth, with “Boys and girls like to 
touch one another, but the game has 
changed since they played doctor,” and 
“whatever the choice, a decision was 
made,” and ending with an SNFU “Wom- 
anizer”-style theme tacked on at the end, 
which is effective, if not very strong. 

“Larvae Summer Nights” is probably 
the best song on the cassette. Musically, 
these guys (George Taylor, Geoff Tan, Bob 
Prodor, Mark Karpinski) are really strong, 
especially here. Fast, heavy, and lyrics 
oddly devoid of profanity (what a strange 
treat). 

Unsound seems confident in their mu- 
sic and lyrics and with good reason. There 
are five songs which are sufficiently di- 
verse to keep you entertained for at least 
twenty minutes. And then you have to flip 
it over.

It’s the only way to describe the 
volleyball Bears match-up this 
weekend against the University of 
Saskatchewan Huskies. The two 
teams are tied withidentical records 
of 5-3 going into this weekend’s 
action. 

The Bears can put last weekend’s 
disappointing split against Victoria 
behind them, and propel them- 
selves into the play-offs with two 
wins over the Huskies. 

A split could be deadly to the 
Bears' chances at the post season 
and two losses...well, let’s not talk 
about that, let’s be positive. 

“This is a play-off weekend. Our 
team is battling for a play-off spot, 
sort of a pre-play-off game, and a 
shot at the finals,” said Bears coach 
Terry Danyluk. 

The team has made several ad- 
justments to make up for the loss of 
Chad Hatela and more recently 
Greg Hansen, both to injuries. This 
has forced coach Danyluk to look 
further down his bench than usual 
and make some pretty big adjust- 
ments to his starting line-up.

“Schipper is a great team player. 
He blocked really well (in Victoria),” 
said Danyluk of the second-year 
middle who will be a key player in 
the Bears’ success this weekend. 

Talbot Walton, the “other” 
middle guy who has quietly slipped 
himself into fifth place in CWUAA 
blocking and third place in service 
aces, will also be a key for the Bears. 


Walton has been a model of quiet 
leadership on the Bears this year 
and together with Schipper should 
be the difference in defeating the 
Huskies. 

Danyluk’s decision to move 
Semonis over to right side could 
prove to beanexcellent change both 
for the team and for Semonis. For 
Semonis, who has played middle 
blocker since he was in high school, 
the change could do his game a lot 
of good. For a player who has been 
a regular part of the CWUAA indi- 
vidual statistic in years past and a 
second team all-star, Semonis hasn’t 
been his usual self during his fifth 
and final year. However, the move 
should prove to be a nice change, 
and a clean slate after playing 
middle for so many years. Semonis 
will help his team greatly by taking 
his big solid block to the outside 
against Saskatchewan. 


“They play really well as a team, 


we'll need a group effort to beat 
them, notjust one player. We match 
up well against each other. We'll be 
OK but we’ll be young,” said 
Danyluk of his starters’ chances this 
weekend. 

The Bears won't play ina bigger 
game until play-off time.

CFL Expansion worries #28 


Bears slot-back Marc Tobert hopes to catch-on

For the last four years Marc Tobert 
has caught footballs in a Golden 
Bears uniform, hoping to.catch on 
with a Canadian Football League 
team. 

Last week’s announcement that 
the league is expanding to San An- 
tonio and Sacramento—a move 
which may leave Canadian players 
out in the cold because of proposed 
changes to the import rule—has left 
Tobert’s future up in the air. 

“In the short term it looks okay, 
but in the long term I think you'll 
see the import ratio wiped out, 
which means there will be a lot less 
Canadians playing,” said Tobert, 
who may be one of the players with 
the short straw in hand. 

The 21-year-old slot-back, who 
caught 31 passes for 430 yards and 
one touchdown in 1992, is off to the 
CFL evaluation camp February 19- 
21 in Winnipeg. He will likely be 
joined by teammates John Cutler 
(kicker) and Scott McKenzie 
(punter) as the trio of raw univer- 
sity talent hopes to impress enough 
to catch on in the league with two 
new American brothers. 

It’s no secret there are more foot- 
ball players in the States than in 
Canada. 

“There isno difference betweena 
Canadianand American athlete. It’s 
just that when an American athlete 
comes out of college he is far more 
advanced than the Canadian ath- 
lete,” Tobert said. “But I don’t think 
Canadian players are going to be 
immediately accepted down there 
(in the States).” 


In terms of raw athleticism, few 
can match Tobert. Aside from being 
the Bears football team’s go-to player 
on offence, in high school he was the 
sixth man ona Ross Sheppard High 
School team which featured Greg 
Badger and Clayton Pottinger, both 
of whom are with the Bears basket- 
ball team. 

“I'd just be happy to go any- 
where,” said Tobert of his CFL 
chance. “I’m giving it my best shot, 
but if not, I’ll finish up my fifth year 
here, have a degree and get on with 
itt 

Tobert has the numbers and te- 
nacity to catch on in the CFL, and 
Cutler and McKenzie were both 
CWUAA all-stars in 1992. 

The question is will these three 
athletes be caughtina numbers game 
with the new cross-border CFL? Or 
will they play for two years and then 
be cut because of new rules? Or will 
changes to the structure of the CFL 
squeeze players like Tobert,

Swim hosts Calgary 


Bears and Pandas get it on this Saturday

Saturday will be the only time 
the University of Calgary swim 
teams are in Edmonton to compete 
in a meet with the Golden Bears 
and Pandas.

“It’s important to beat them be- 
fore the western conference cham- 
pionships,” said assistant coach 
Debbie Clavell. 


The Dinosaurs, traditionally one 
of Canada’s top university swim 
teams, played host to the Bears and 
Pandas in November at Calgary, 
but lost in their own pool. 

Saturday’s dual meet will consist 
mainly of 220-metre events, giving 
athletes the opportunity to qualify 
at CIAU standards. 

“It’s mainly for the athletes to get 
up and race—just a step on the way 
to the CIAU meet,” Clavell said. 

Alberta swim coach Dave 
Johnson, who is heavily involved 
in the Canadian National program, 
would like the swimmers to come 


out fast in hopes of attracting some 


national attention. 
“Everyone knows that you can’t 


come in from left field and expect to 
swim well (at the Nationals),” 
Johnson said. 

“We have two dual meets next 
weekend, and so this meet with 
Calgary gives us an opportunity to 
assess where the team is and make 
decisions for what kind of training 
we should plan for.” 

Johnson says his club can beat 
Calgary, but is aware of the potent 
line-up and sterling past record of 
Dinosaurs swimming. 

“You have to compete to the very 
last event and not let up if you want 
to win against Calgary.”
